— 'Hie President is pleased to approve the 
award of the ASHOKA CHAKRA for most conspicuous 
bravery to : — 

Captain JAS RAM SINGH (EC-53763), 

Rajput. 

(Effective date of award — 30/h October, 1968.) 

On the night of the 30th October, 1968 on receiving infor- 
mation that about 50 hostiles armed with Light Machine 
Guns, Rifles and Sten Guns had moved towards a village in 
the Mizo Hills, Captain Jas Ham Singh, who was on patrol 
duty in that area, immediately marched towards that village 
wjth two platoons. At about 0430 hours, on approaching 
the village, his patrol came under heavy hostile fire from a 
dominating feature simultaneously from the right and left 
flanks. He made a quick assessment of the situation and per- 
sonally led the assault and overran the hostile position. In 
this encounter, Captain Jas Ram Singh displayed most cons- 
icuous gallantry and leadership as a result of which the 
ostiles, completely unnerved, abandoned their positions 
leaving behind two dead, six wounded and a large quantity 
of arms and ammunition. Another three hostile* Also 
surrendered the same day. 

Na. 64-Prer./69. — The President is pleased to approve the 
armed gang of hostile* in a village in Mizo Hills Captain 
gallantry to : — 

1. Captain D1NESH PRASAD MATHUR (EC-55123), 
Guards. 

( Effective date of award — llt/i July 1968.) 

On the 10th July, 1968 on receipt of information about an 
armed gang of hostiles in a village in Mizo Hills, Captain 
EMnesh Prasad Mathur was detailed to take out a column of 
two platoons to investigate the report. After marching the 
whole night in extremely inclement weather, they reached the 
village the next morning, and while making a search, the 
party was engaged by hostile fire. He Immediately ordered 
one platoon to advance from the left, and himself led a party 
and put up a frontal attack and killed three hostiles. Despite 
repeated hostile fire, he rallied his men and charged the hostile 
position which unnerved the hostiles who fled leaving behind 
n large quantity of arms, ammunition and equipment. 


In this action, Captain Dinesh Prasad Mathur displayed 
conspicuous gallantry and leadership. 

2. JC-17Q46 Subedar DHIAN SINGH. 

Sikh Regiment, 

( Effective date of award — 3rd September 1968.) 

On the 3rd September 1968, Subedar Dhian Singh was sort 
on a special mission In command Of a paltoon to raid a 
suspected hostile hideout In Mizo Hills area. On receipt of 
information ert route about the presence of hostiles in another 
area, he moved to that area by a difficult crow country route 
and after a thorough search, recovered some weapons on the 
5th September 1968. He continued across country cm the 
original task but found nothing at the objective. On the 
11th September 1968, his patrol unexpectedly came across 
some hostiles. When, his patrol chased the hostile*, they 
dropped five .303 rifles in order to make good their escape. 
Subsequently, Subedar Dhian Singh gathered information 
about another hostile party of 10 to 12 men in a village. 
Although his rations were exhausted, he did not wait for 
supplies but decided to take advantage of the situation. Bty 
following a cross counry route during the night of 13th/14th 
September 1968, he reached the hostile hideout and led a 
sudden assault, killing two hostiles. Unnerved by the swift- 
ness of his action, the other hostiles ran away leaving behind 
their rifles. In this action, ten .303 rifles were recovered. 
Again on the 1st October, 1968, he led a column and 
succeeded in recovering one .303 rifle. Subsequently, he 
recovered a large quantity of arms and a mmuni tion from a 
hidden dump. 

Throughout, Subedar Dhian Singh displayed conspicuous 
gallantry and leadership. 

3. 16525 Naik TEK BAHADUR CHHETRI, 

Assam Rifles. ( Potthumout ) 

( Effective date of award — 29 th September 1968.) 

On the 29th September 1968, Naik Tek Bahadur Chhetri 
was given the task of searching an area on the outskirts of 
a village in Mizo Hills, On approaching the village, he 
detected 5 armed hostiles at a distance of about 30 yards. 
Realising that an ydelay on his part till the arrival Sand 
deployment of his section would not only allow the hostiles 
to escape but also alert them, he charged the hostiles with 
his sten gun and wounded two of them. Unfortunately his 
sten gun stopped after firing a couple of bursts. As by this 
time, he had reached very near the hostiles, he pounced upon

one of them who was holding a rifle. In a hand-to-hand 
combat, Naik Chhetri snatched the rifle from the hostile, but 
before he could use it, he was hit in the chest by a burst of 
sten gun fire from one of the hostlles and died on the spot. 

In this action, Naik Tek Bahadur Chhetri displayed cons- 
picuous gallantry. 

No. 6!-Pres./69. — The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the SHAURYA CHAKRA for acta of gallantry 
to : — 

1. Shri SHTVDAYAL CHOUBB, 

Driver, Madhya Pradesh State Road Transport 
Corpoartion, Sagar. 

( Effective date of award — 1th January 1968.) 

On the night of 7th January 1968, Shri Shivdayal Choube 
was driving a bus of Madhya Pradesh State Road Transport 
Corporation on the route Tikamgarh — Sagar. Among other 
passengers, the bus was carrying goldsmiths and business men 
who were returning to Sagar with gold and silver ornaments 
after attending a market day in a village. On the way, a 
group of six dacoits fired at the bus to immobilise it Shri 
Shivdayal Choube received bullet injuries on the loft side of 
his neck, chest and shoulder. Undeterred, he asked the 
passengers to lie flat on the floor of the vehicle, and while 
the dacoits were busy in re-loading their guns, he drove away 
the vehicle to Bandri Police Station at a distance of 7 miles 
and then collapsed. He was ryshed to hospital where he 
recovered. As a result of his gallantry, tho live* and pro- 
perty of 47 passengers were saved. 

2. 6442364 Lance Naik (Driver) PREM RAM, 

Army ^ledlcal Corps. 

( Effective date of award — 5th August 1968.) 

On the 5th August 1968, Lance Naik Prem Ram, who w«* 
returning from his annual leave, was travelling by a UP 
Roadways bus. Due to some mechanical defect, the driver 
lost control and the vehicle with 20 passengers went down a 
khud 500 feet deep resulting in the death of 8 persons and 
injuries to all others including Lance Naik Prem Ram. Dis- 
regarding his own suffering, he recovered 12 injured per- 
sons from the khud, and rendered first aid with improvised 
bandages, tfll arrangements could be made to shift them to 
the nearest medical aid post. 

In this action. Lance Naik Prem Ram displayed gallantry 
and initiative. 

3. 64188 Rifleman JAQAT BAHADUR CHHETRI, 
Assam Rifles. 

(Effective date of award — 3 lsf October 1968.) 

On the 31st October, 1968 Rifleman Jagat Bahadur Chhetri 
formed part of a patrol which was led by Captain Jas Ram 
Singh in Mizo Hills area. While the patrol was approaching 
a village, about 50 hostile* armed with Light Machine Guns 
and small arms, opened fire from a high feature on the 
patrol from rieht and left flanks. When the patrol com- 
mander ordered an assault on the hostile positions. Rifleman 
Jagat Bahadur Chhetri went ahead of the assault line towards 
a Light Machine Gim position which was firing from the left 
flank and killed the hostile manning the LMG, captured it 
and thus allowed his assault line to close in, Tn the encoun- 
ter. he also captured two wounded hostile with rifles, besides 
a large quantity of arms and ammunition. 

In this operation, Rifleman Jagat Bahadur Chhetri dis- 
played gallantry and determination, 

4 . 64245 Rifleman BHIM PRASAD JAISHI, 

Assam Rifles, 

(Effective date of award — 3 Iff October 1968.) 

On the 31st October, 1968, Rifleman Bhim pTasad Jalshi 
formed part of a patrol which was led by Captain Jas Ram 
Singh in Mizo Hills area, While the patrol was approaching 
a village, about 50 hostlles armed with Light Machine Guns 
and small arms ocened fire on the patrol from a dominating 
position from right and left flanks, While ordering an 
assault, the patrol Commander asked Rifleman Bhim Prasad 
Jalshi to silence one of the Light Machine Guns of the ho*- 
tiles on the right flank. Rifleman Jalshi moved towards tho 
hostile position and killed the hostile manning the Light 


Machine Gun and captured the weapon. He also wounded 
two more hostiles. In this encounter, a large quantity of 
arms and ammunition was also captured. 

In this action. Rifleman Bhim Prasad Jaishi displayed 
gallantry and determination. 

No. 66-Pres./69 . — The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the "SENA MEDAL”/‘‘ARMY MEDAL” to tho 
undermentioned personnel for acts of courage a — 

1. Captain JOY GEORGE (IC-18822). 

Gorkha Rifles. 

Captain Joy George joined a battalion of Assam Rifle* in 
tho M 120 District in August 1966. Since then, he has led 
numerous missions against hostiles. On 12 occasions he 
captured large quantity of arms and ammunition besides 
documents giving vital information. The hostiles also suffer- 
ed many casualties during these encounters. 

Throughout, Captain Joy George displayed courage, leader- 
ship and devotion to duty Of a high order, 

2. Captain RAM SHIRSH UPADHYAY (EC-58390), 
Artillery. 

On the 21st October 1968, an explosion occurred In the 
vicinity of a gun position in an area in Sikkim, Captain, Ram 
Shirsh Upadhyay, who went to the scene of occurrence to 
investigate the cause of the explosion, saw an Other Rank 
lying injured Inside a mine field with his left foot blown off. 
Knowing fully well that the mines had drifted due to rain 
and snow, Captain Upadhyay ordered his men to follow 
him, and after covering a distance of about 20 yards through 
a mine field area, suucceeded in rescuing the injured Other 
Rank from the mine field, 

In this action, Captain Ram Shirsh Upadhyay displayed 
courage and initiative. 

3. Captain D. B. RAI, 

Assam Rifles. 

On. the 28th February 1966, members of the Mizo National 
Front launched a sudden attack on several outposts of tho 
Assam Rifles. B S.F. and State Police Posts closing all roads 
leading to Aijal town. Notwithstanding all measures taken 
by the: civil authorities, the situation became very tense from 
the afternoon of the 2nd March, 1966. Nearly 1.000 civi- 
lian officers, ex-servicemen, businessmen, and their families, 
took shelter In the Assam Rifles perimeter for a period of 
more than 6 days. The hostile* started firing from vantage 
points in an attempt to overpower the Assam Rifles In their 
own garrison and made it difficult for reinforcements to be 
brought In that area. Captain D. B. Rai, as Adjutant of a 
battalion of Assam Rifles, discharged his responsibilities with 
courage, determination and fortitude. Despite heavy hostile 
fire, he led his men to fetch water from sources outside the 
garrison for the large number of people living inside. On 
the 4th March, 1966. he boldly led an escort narty to shift 
Police arms, ammunition stores, records and WT sets from 
the Police Station to the garrison area for safety .at great 
risk to his life. On the 5th March, 1966. when the hostiles 
built up very high pressure by Incessant firing, Cantata Raf 
volunteered to lead a platoon which was to be deployed for 
safeguarding the Treasury and Deputy Commissioner's Office. 
Subsequently, Captain Rai was mainly responsible for con- 
ducting raids in and around Aijal town for rounding up Im- 
portant leaders and volunteers of Mizo National Front. 

Throughout, Captain D, B. Rai displayed courage, leader- 
ship and devotion to duty of a high order. 

4. 3950870 Lance Havildar BHOLA DATT RAJPUT. 
Dogra. 

On the 9th January 1969. Lance Havildar Bhola Datt 
Rajput, the leader of a standing patrol at a plcquet In J A K 
area, was informed by his Company Commander that some 
suspicious movement had been observed at a distance of 
about 500 yards from his location. He deployed his Datrol 
suitably and proceeded to search the area, When Lance 
Havildar Bhola Datt Rajput reached a broken house, ho saw 
one Pakistani soldier getting up to shoot at him. Ho leaped 
at his adversary and a scuffle ensued during which he sus- 
tained a bullet wound on his right arm. Despite his Injury, 
he overpowered the Pakistani soldier and snatched his rifle. 
Hearing shouts of the Pakistani soldier, the Pakistani Light 
Machine Gun opened Are, but undaunted Lance Havildar 
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Bhola Datt Rajput fired at the Pakistani soldier who was 
attempting to escape and shot him dead. 

In this encounter, Lance Havildar Bhola Datt Rajput dis- 
played courage and determination. 

5. 3343448 Lance Havildar BUTA SINGH, 

Sikh, 

On the 1 1 til September 1968, Lance Havildar Buta Singh 
was a leading section Commander of a platoon operating 
against hostiles in the Mizo Hills area. The platoon, while 
moving through an area with poor visibility due to thick fog, 
suddenly came across a party of armed hostiles approaching 
towards them. Despite the difficult terrain and narrow track, 
he exercised full control on the section and inspired his men 
to chase the fleeing hostiles. Disregarding his personal safety, 
He hotly pursued the hostiles and captured 5 rifles from 
them. 

In this action, Lance Havildar Buta Singh displayed 
courage and determination. 

6. 9406846 Rifleman KABIRMAN RAI, 

Gorkha Rifles. 

On the 12th October 1968, Rifleman Kabirman Rai wa & 
on patrol duty along the SHYOKHORIAMLA route in 
Jammu & Kashmir, At about 1230 hours when the patrol 
was crossing the river Shyok, a non-commissioned officer of 
the same party slipped into the river with his weapons and 
eauipment and was washed away by the swift current. 
Rifleman Kabirman Rai, who was holding the line used for 
crossing the river, ran along the bank and jumped into the 
river and grabbed the NCO. He held him till such time help 
arrived and both were rescued. 

In this action. Rifleman, Kabirman Rai displayed exemplary 
courage and initiative.
